1) Between April 2, 1987 and Dec.29, 1987, the following stones and 
other markers were used to establish, post, and paint boundary: 

a) NW corner, EH, Sec.34 (unwitnessed) 

This marked stone sits next to a well maintained fence corner. 

A buried metallic marker (unseen) at SW corner, EH, Sec.34 is 
bearing SO.fW from this stone (TW decl.). The buried marker is 
40 ft. west of the centerline of Brummett's Creek Rd., beneath a 
small depression in the groundline, and near a Catalpa tree that 
sits at the NE corner of a house that is the residence of John Webb, 
Division of Reservoirs. I located it by using a metal detector, 
which gave a very strong signal. Bob Vollmer, Surveyor from the 
Division of Engineering, helped me find the marker, and we, also, 
taped south along Brummett's Creek Rd. from a fence line at mid¬ 
section. Our measurement was 2664 ft. to a point due east of the 
buried marker. The extra 24 ft. (2640 ft. standard) was due to the 
curving of the road around the toe of the adjacent slope. Other 
evidence found along the south section line also supports the 
validity of the buried marker. The house, which is the old Woodi' 
residence, was raised many years ago, according to Webb's son. 
Fill»placed around the house, probably covers the marker. We were 
unsuccessful at uncovering it with a shovel. 

b) SE corner, Sec.34 This stone sits next to a rock pile and was 
witnessed as follows:

The buried marker at SW corner, EH, Sec.34 (see entry la) is bearing 
N89.5°W from this stone. A pipe found at the SE corner, VPs, SW^, 

SWls, Sec.34 is bearing N89.5 W from this stone, also. This bearing 
was used to establish the 60 rods of boundary on the south line of 
SW*s, SE%, Sec.34. Most of it crosses an encroachment, so the west 
end was painted and posted, only. A survey has been requested to 
verify that a pasture field owned by Woods extends onto State Forest. 

The SW corner of State Forest in this k-h was established by measuring 
16 rods (264 ft.) S89.5 U E from the SW corner, EH, Sec.34 as described 
by the deed. A lath, probably set by Graham, was found 12 ft. east of 
this point and 12 ft. north of the calculated section line. A line 
parallel to the west side of EH, Sec..34 (N0.1"E) was painted and posted 
on the west side of Stats Forest in the SW^, SE^. Four steel fence posts 
were found near the middle of this line segment.,that align at bearing 
NrE. The southernmost post is 8 ft. east of the calculated line, and 
the northernmost post is 15 ft. east of the calculated line. They 
may have been set by Ray Graham or Sisson, the previous adjoining 
landowner. A lath found in this area agreed closely with the calculated 
line. Signs were posted next to the fence posts. 

c) Center of SW!*, Sec.34 .. . 

This fence intersection near Fleener Rd. has a pipe set 17 ft. north of 
it in the fence. Although the pipe may have been set by a surveyor, 
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
